Telegram Expressing Loyalty
Sent Congress Patriotism
Thrills Town Flags bedeck
Public Buildings and Places
Of Business

That Williams is solidly back
of President Wilson in his dec-

laration for an aggressive war
in the defense of the dignity,
honor and interests of the Unit-
ed States, is increasingly ap-para- nt.

The fire of patriotism
is manifesting itself in various
ways, among which is a char-
acteristic telegram recently
sent congress by citizens of
Williams.
, Last Tuesday it was worded
about that a half dozen or so
citizens of Williams had sent a try;
telegram to Senator Ashurst
urging him to oppose a declara-
tion of war with Germany. This
word reached the ears of J. E.
Ruffin Tuesday evening.
"What! Williams go on record
as taking that attitude !" he ex-

claimed. "Not much." To Mr.
Ruffin is due the credit, for
starting the ball rolling, but it
can not be said that his patriot-
ism burned deeper, nor that his
indignation ran higher than
that of other Williams men.
Mr. Ruffin thot to counteract
the impression that the first
telegram might give, by a
second . with a larger list of
signers. " Dr.T Jeffries arid L. S.
Williams joined in to quickly

a list of signers and in
the course of an hoar or so, the
signatures of thirty prominent
Williams people had been ap-

pended to the telegram. A copy
of the telegram and the reply
received from Senator Ashurst,
appear below:

A PROCLAMATION BY THE
GOVERNOR OF ARIZONA

Executive Department State of
Arizona
WHEREAS, The President,

in his wisdom and with the con-

currence of Congress, has de-

clared that state of war exists
between The United States and
The Empire of Germany; and

WHEREAS, it is desirable
and fitting that the citizens of
the State of Arizona acknow-
ledge, in public manner, their
allegiance and fealty to the
Union and them- -

selves, their families, their pos
sessions and, need be, their
lives at the altar of helv Coun--

NOW, THEREFORE, m pur-
suance of this, our bounden
duty, I, Thoma E. Campbell,
Governor of Arizona, hereby
designate Sunday, April 8th
1917, as "Loyalty Sunday"
urgently recommend that, on
the day thus set apart, all cit-

izens of Arizona do 'assemble
at their respective places of
worship and solemnly offer un-

to Almighty God these pledges
of Loyalty to their Country,
and for the benefit of our com-

mon welfare as Nation.
IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I

have hereunto set my hand
and caused the Great Seal of
the State of Arizona to be af-
fixed.

WATER

At this time when the people
of Williams are giving thot
the local water Question and
are considering more or less
seriously the matter of taking
over the waterworks by pur
chase, the Williams readers of
the News will be interested in
what other Arizona towns
which own their waterworks
are doing. Below is submitted
the report of Wickenburg on
the question of her municipally
owned waterworks for the
month of February. Wicken-
burg is smaller town than
Williams, but the per capita
water consumption is probably
greater. Williams would use
more water, however, if it cost
only 19 1-- 3 cents per 1,000 gal-

lons. It costs Wickenburg 6.2
per gallon pump her water.
Williams has gravity system
and would save much of Wick-enburg- 's

pumping cost. The
Wickenburg report is worth
studing, . ,

UNITED STATES AT WAR WITH

IMPERIAL GERMAN GOVERNMENT

SENATE PASSES RESOLUTION RY vrvrr nc oo- - - w- m. u V J
HOUSE BY VOTE OF 373 to 50 GERMAN SHIP SEIZED
ARMY RAISED TO 800,000 GERMANS PLAN INTERN-MEN- T

OF AMERICAN CITIZENS LAFOLLETTE AND
STONE HUNG IN EFFIGY PATRIOTISM FIRES NATION

The Hous came to a vote on the'Senate's resolution declaring
a state of war now exists between Germany and the United
States, at 3 a. m.. The vote stood 373 for and 50 against. The
bill having already passed the Senate by a vote of 82 to 6 be-
came effective at once. Its passage was followed by wild patri-
otic demonstrations thruout the country. At a number of cities,
LaFollette and Stone were hung in effigy.

Immediately following the declaration of war, orders were
given for the seizure of German steamers interned in this coun-
try. Word has been received that Germany has taken steps to
intern all American citizens remaining in that country.

An increase of the army and National Guards to a total of
800,000 has already been authorized, and further increases
later, are looked for. Recruiting is brisk thruout the Nation.

The Panama canal is now closed at night and all precautions
are being observed to protect it from damage by dynamite
plotters. "

Patriotic leagues and organizations are being formed thru-
out the United States, and everywhere demonstrations are be-

ing given expressing the confidence the people feel in the ad-

ministration and their readiness to support its war program.

RESOLUTION PASSED BY CONGRESS

"Whereas, the imperial German government has com-

mitted repeated acts of war against the government and
the people of United States of America; therefore be it,

''Resolved by the senate and the house of representatives
of the United States af America in Congress assembled.
that the state of war between the United States and the im- -
perial German government which has thus been thrust
upon the United States is hereby formally declared; and
that the president be and is hereby authorized and directed
to employ the entire naval and military forces of the United
States and the resources of the government to carry on war .

against the imperial German government; and to bring the
conflict to a successful termination, all of the resource of
the country are hereby pledged by the congress of the
United States."
